An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  St.   George'' s  Society  of 
Toronto. 

XTTHEREAS,  John  Beverley  Robinson,  Thomas  Brown, 


^  »  George  S.  Jones,  Robert  Dodgson,  F.  W.  Coate, 
George  T.  "Walton,  George  Bilton,  George  Thomas,  Henry 
Godson.  Julian  Sale,  Isaac  Faulkner,  B.  Saunders,  Frank 
John  Joseph,  and  others,  have,  by  their  petitions  to  the 
Legislature,  represented  that  the  Association,  of  which 
they  are  members,  known  as  the  St.  George's  Society  of 
Toronto,  has  for  many  years  been  formed  for  the  bene- 
volent purposes  of  affording  pecuniary,  medical,  and  other 
relief  to  such  natives  of  England  and  Wales,  and  their 
descendants,  as  may  from  sickness  or  other  causes  have 
fallen  into  distress,  and  have  prayed  that  for  the  better 
attainment  of  the  objects  of  the  said  Association,  it  may 
be  invested  with  corporate  powers,  and  by  reason  of  the 
good  effected  by  the  Association,  it  is  expedient  to  grant 
the  prayer  of  the  said  petition :  Therefore  Her  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  and  Assembly  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows : 

1.  The  said  John  Beverly  Robinson,  M.P.P.,  Thomaa 
Brown,  George  S.  Jones,  Robert  Dodgson,  F.  W.  Coate, 
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George  T.  Walton,  George  Bilton,  George  Thomas, 
Henry  Godson,  Julian  Sale,  Isaac  Faulkner,  B.  Saunders? 
Frank  John  Joseph,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  now 
members  of  the  said  Association,  or  shall  hereafter  be- 
come members  thereof,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
and  the  By-laws  made  under  the  authority  thereof,  and 
their  successors,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  St, 
George'' s  Society  of  TorontOj  and  may  by  that  name  sue 
and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be 
answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  Courts  of  Law 
and  places  whatsoever,  and  by  that  name  they  and  their 
successors  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have 
a  common  seal,  and  may  break,  change,  alter,  or  renew 
the  same  at  pleasure,  and  shall  have  power  to  purchase, 
take,  receive,  hold  and  enjoy  such  real  estate,  as  may  be 
required  for  the  actual  occupation  of  the  said  Corporation, 
and  to  alienate,  sell,  convey,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  and  as 
occasion  may  require,  and  to  acquire  other  instead  therof  j 
Provided  always,  that  the  said  Corporation  may  acquire 
any  other  real  estate  or  any  interest  therein  by  gift, 
devise  or  bequest,  if  made  at  least  six  months  before  the 
death  of  the  party  making  the  same,  and  the  Corporation, 
may  hold  such  estate  for  a  period  for  not  more  than  three 
years,  and  the  same  or  any  part  or  portion  thereof  or  in- 
terest therein  which  may  not,  within  the  said  period  have 
been  alienated  and  disposed  of,  shall  revert  to  the  party 
from  whom  the  same  was  acquired,  his  heirs  or  other  re- 
presentatives J  And  provided  al^o,  that  the  proceeds  of  such 
property,  as  shall  have  been  disposed  of  during  the  said 
period,  may  be  invested  in  the  public  securities  of  the 
Province,  stocks  of  chartered  banks.  Mortgages,  or  other 
approved  securities,  for  the  use  of  the  said  Corporation. 
2.  The  affairs  and  business  of  the  said  Corporation 
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shall  be  managed  by  a  Committee  of  Management,  con- 
sisting of  a  President,  a  first,  second,  and  third  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Secretary,  or  Secretaries,  a  Treasurer,  two  Chap- 
lains, three  Physicians,  and  seven  other  Members,  to  be 
elected  annually  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  members  of 
the  Corporation,  held  in  conformity  to  the  By  laws  thereof, 
and  any  five  members  of  the  said  Committee  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  dispatch  of  business. 

3.  All  deeds,  sealed  with  the  Common  Seal  of  the 
Corporation,  and  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice- 
Presidents,  and  by  some  other  member  of  the  Committee 
of  Management,  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer,  and 
none  other,  shall  be  held  to  be  deeds  of  the  Corporation ; 
Provided  always,  that  the  Treasurer,  for  the  time  being, 
may  receive  all  moneys  payable  to  the  Corporation  and 
grant  valid  receipts  therefor. 

4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  to  make 
By-laws  for  the  admission  and  expulsion  of  members,  and 
for  the  proper  administration  of  the  property  and  affairs 
of  the  Corporation,  and  to  repeal  or  amend  the  same 
from  time  to  time  ]  and  such  By-laws  and  amendments 
shall  be  proposed  and  seconded  at  a  previous  Quarterly 
Meeting.  No  number  of  members  less  than  one-fifth  of 
the  Corporation  (including  the  presiding  Officer)  shall 
form  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  altering  such  By-laws, 
nor  shall  any  alteration  be  made  therein  unless  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  agree  to  it. 

5.  The  General  Meeting  of  the  said  Corporation  shall 
be  held  in  such  manner,  after  such  notice,  upon  such 
requisition,  and  at  such  times  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  as 
shall  be  directed  by  the  By-laws  of  the  Corporation  then 
in  force. 

6.  The  usual  place  of  meeting  of  the  said  Corporation 
shall  be  held  to  be  the  legal  domicile  thereof,  and  service 
at  such  place  of  any  notice  or  process  of  auy  kind, 
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addressed  to  the  said  Corporation,  sHall  be  held  to  be 
sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  process  on  the  Corpo- 
ration. 

7.  The  By-laws  of  the  said  Association,  in  so  far  as 
they  may  not  be  repugnant  to  this  Act  or  the  laws  of 
this  Province,  shall  be  the  By-laws  of  the  Corporation, 
hereby  constituted,  untill  they  shall  be  repealed  or  altered 
as  aforesaid :  Provided  always,  that  no  By-law  shall 
impose  a  penalty  or  forfeiture  exceeding  two  dollars. 

8.  Until  others  shall  be  elected  according  to  the  By- 
laws of  the  Corporation,  the  present  officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  those  of  the  said  Corporation,  that  is  to 
say,  the  said  John  Beverley  Robinson  shall  be  the 
President,  the  said  Thomas  Brown  shall  be  the  first 
Vice-President,  the  said  George  S.  Jones  shall  be  the 
second  Vice-President,  the  said  Robert  Dodgson  the 
third  Vice-President,  the  said  F.  W.  Coate  shall  be  the 
Treasurer,  the  said  George  T.  Walton  shall  be  the 
Secretary,  the  Reverend  J.  Beaven,  D  D.,  and  the  Rev- 
erend H,  Scadding,  D.D.,  shall  be  the  Chaplains  ;  Edward 
Hodder,  Francis  Badgley,  and  William  Hallowell  shall 
be  the  Physicians,  and  the  said  George  Bilton,  George 
Thomas,  Henry  Godson,  Julian  Sale,  Isaac  Faulkner,  B. 
Saunders,  and  Frank  John  Joseph,  the  other  members 
of  the  Committee  of  Management. 

9.  No  person  otherwise  competent  to  be  a  witness  in 
any  suit,  action,  or  prosecution,  in  which  the  said  Corpo- 
ration may  be  engaged,  shall  be  deemed  incompetent  to 
be  such  witness  by  reason  of  his  being  or  having  been  a 
member  or  officer  of  the  said  Corporation. 

10.  All  subscriptions  of  members  due  to  the  Corpora- 
tion under  any  By-law,  all  penalties  incurred  under  any 
By-law  by  any  person  bound  thereby,  and  all  other  sums 
of  money  due  to  the  Corporation,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  thereof,  and  in  default  of  payment  may  be 
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recovered  in  any  action  brought  by  him  in  the  name  of 
the  Corporation  in  any  Court  of  competent  civil  juris- 
diction 5  Provided  always,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  member  from  with- 
drawing at  any  time  from  the  said  Corporation,  after  pay. 
ment  of  all  arrears  due  to  the  funds  thereof,  including  the 
annual  subscription  for  the  year  then  current. 

11.  The  said  Committee  of  Management  shall  yearly,  in 
the  month  of  January,  insert  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  the  City  of  Toronto  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  the 
funds  and  property,  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  said  Corpo- 
ration, certified  by  the  Treasurer  and  two  Auditors  elected 
at  any  General  Meeting  of  the  Corporatioa. 

12.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  affect  any  right  of  Her 
Majesty.  Her  Heirs  or  Successors,  or  any  party  or 
person  whomsoever,  such  rights  only  excepted  as  are 
herein  expressly  mentioned  and  affected. 

13.  This  Act  shall  be  deemed  a  Public  Act. 


REPORT 

OF  THE 

Blanaging  Cnmniitto  of  tlje  It-  fjnrgB's  §m% 

FOR  1864. 


The  Committee  beg  leave  to  lay  before  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  St.  George's  Society  their  Annual  Report. 

The  total  amount  of  Receipts  is,  $3572.23  ;  the  Disburse- 
ments amount  to  $3181.89;  lexving  a  balance  in  Treasurer's 
hands  of  $390.34  ;  of  this  amount,  $43.86,  being  the  balance 
of  Subscriptions  of  Life  Members  and  donations,  remains 
for  investment. 

The  above  is  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  Balance-sheet. 

The  Society  buried,  daring  the  year,  two  destitute 
Englishmen,  at  a  cost  of  $4. 

Two  sick  persons  have  been  sent  to  the  hospital  for 
medical  treatment. 

The  investments  of  the  Society  are  as  follows  : — City 
Debentures,  $125,  paying  interest  at  6  per  cent.  Canada 
Permanent  Building  Society,  $850,  upon  which  dividends 
at  the  rate  of  llj  per  cent,  have  been  declared  for  the 
last  year.  Yorkville  Debentures,  $100,  bearing  interest 
at  6  per  cent. 

To  this  must  be  added  the  Phipps'  Fund— a  $1000 
Government  Debenture,  paying  interest  at  5  per  cent. 

The  Annual  Ball  was  held  on  Easter  Monday,  the  28th 
of  March.  It  was  not  a  success.  Much  economy  was 
observed  in  the  arrangements,  and  accordingly  the  sum  of 
$13.75  was  carried  to  the  account  of  the  Charitable  Fund. 
The  Committee  are  inclined  to  doubt  the  propriety  of  giving 
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a  ball,  unless  it  be  clearly  understood  that  the  members  of 
the  Society  generally  will  attend.  They  do  not  conceal  the 
fact  that  the  Ball  of  last  year  obtained  but  indififerent 
countenance.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  admitted  that  the 
arrangements  were  well  considered  and  creditable.  The 
Committee  welcome  any  means  by  which  the  funds  of  the 
Society  may  be  legitimately  improved,  but  it  is  evident 
unless  a  general  interest  be  felt  by  members  of  the  Society 
in  any  entertainment  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  coramo^i 
fund  it  will  not  succeed  ;  they  therefore  think  it  their  duty 
to  suggest  that  no  Ball  shall  be  given  next  year,  unless  a 
distinct  understanding  be  had  with  regard  to,  the  support 
it  shall  receive. 

The  23rd  of  April,  18G4,  had  more  than  usual  importance. 
It  was  the  Tercentenary  Anniversary  of  Shakspere's  birth. 
The  observance  of  these  days  hitherto  has  not  been  a  custom 
in  our  fatherland.  It  has  been  rather  peculiarly  German. 
Still  certain  societies  and  many  regiments  are  accustomed 
to  observe  anniversaries  of  their  triumphs  and  good  for- 
tune. The  principle  has  also  lately  been  extended  to 
national  events.  Accordingly  in  England  a  determination 
was  shown  to  pay  some  homage  to  this  day,  and  it  was  con- 
sidered in  Canada  that  the  example  ought  to  be  followed. 

In  the  Society  there  was  a  strong  feeling  that  it  should 
be  observed  vFith  some  ceremony. 

Most  Englishmen  are  readers  of  Shakspere.  Not  from 
what  are  known  as  national  motives  ;  but  his  plays  have 
been  so  mixed  up  with  their  young  years,  both  on  the  stage 
and  in  the  closet,  as  to  be  really  intermingled  with  thoughts 
of  home  and  family.  It  was  not  felt  that  any  proceedings 
they  might  take  would  bring  honor  to  the  brightest  name 
in  all  literature,  ancient  and  modern,  but  it  was  thought 
that  the  occasion  was  one  where  Englishmen  might  meet  in 
friendship  and  good  will,  to  show  they  were  linked  together 
by  common  feelings,  and  that  their  sympathies  were  gene- 
rous and  elevated.    It  may  be  said  that  it  was  mainly  owing 
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to  the  organization  of  this  Society,  and  the  simplicity  of  the 
programme  they  put  forth,  that  any  ceremony  was  at  all 
observed.  But  the  Society,  acting  with  the  Committee, 
triumphed  over  lukewarmness,  and  aided  by  Dr.  McCaul, 
of  the  University,  a  common  programme  was  determined, 
which  was  carried  out  with  marked  success. 

The  part  the  Society  took  in  this  proceeding  was  the 
planting  of  an  Oak,  at  the  gate  of  the  University,  by  the 
President,  called  ''The  Shakspere  Oak,"  which  the  Uni- 
versity authorities,  in  the  person  of  Dr.  McCaul,  with 
much  consideration,  adopted  as  their  own.  Although  the 
rain  fell  during  the  whole  of  the  day,  it  was  not  con- 
sidered advisable  to  postpone  the  ceremony.  So  stormy, 
however,  was  it  in  the  morning  that  very  few  attended  at 
the  Cathedral  to  hear  the  sermon"^  preached  by  Dr.  Scadding, 
one  of  the  Chaplains  of  the  Society.  This  fact  must  explain 
the  smallness  of  the  collection, which,  amounting  to  $12.46, 
(the  expenses,  $6.50,  being  deducted,)  leaves  a  balance  to 
the  Charitable  Fund  of  $5.96.  In  spite,  however,  of  the 
rain,  which,  although  moderate  in  comparison  to  that  of  the 
morning,  was  still  heavy,  seven  or  eight  hundred  persons 
met  to  witness  the  planting  of  the  Shakspere  Oak.  An 
Address  on  this  occasion  was  read  by  Mr.  George  Anthony 
Barber,  on  the  National  Sports  of  Our  Fatherland.  The 
Banquet  in  the  evening,  at  the  St.  Lawrence  Hall,  is  still 
fresh  in  our  memory.  Its  proceedings  were  chronicled  at 
the  time  in  length  by  the  daily  journals.  We  can  speak  of 
it  here  as  being  in  all  respects  successful,  and  that  it  has  left 
behind  only  pleasant  and  genial  recollections,  without  a 
single  bitterness. 

It  realized  to  the  Charitable  Fund  the  sura  of  $38.05. 

The  Pic-Nic  was  held  at  Mimico  Grove,  on  the  15th 
August.    The  day  selected  was  the  Annual  Holiday  pro- 

*  At  the  request  of  the  Society,  this  Sermon  has  been  published  It 
is  amplified  with  notes,  and  with  mu  'h  that  could  not  wi^h  propriety  be 
urged  in  the  pulpit.

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claimed  by  the  Mayor.  It  was  in  every  way  gratifying  to 
the  Committee,  realizing  to  the  Society  $155.56.  The 
Committee  have  kept  a  full  detail  of  the  most  trifling 
expenses  for  the  guidance  of  their  successors.  It  is  ques- 
tionable if  the  experiment  of  furnishing  refreshments  is  in 
every  sense  satisfactory.  In  all  such  cases  much  depends 
on  prudence  and  care.  If  the  weather  be  fine,  there  is  a 
reasonable  expectation  of  success,  for  the  cost  of  these 
entertainments  are  inexpensive  to  the  individual,  and  they 
furnish  much  innocent  amusement.  In  the  event  of  the 
weather  being  unfavourable,  the  cost  of  the  preparations 
will  prove  a  loss,  whioh  cannot  be  borne  by  the  funds  of  the 
Society.  The  season  of  the  year  at  which  they  are  held  is, 
to  a  certain  extent,  a  guarantee  of  fine  weather,  but  only  to 
a  certain  extent.  The  Committee  feel  it  proper  thus  to 
hint  at  a  future  difficulty  of  this  kind  possibly  arising. 
Fortunately  they  have  only  to  express  their  thanks  for  the 
result,  for  the  Pic-Nic  of  last  year  was  perhaps  the  most 
successful  which  the  Society  has  had. 

The  Committee  did  not  enter  upon  their  duties  under 
favorable  circumstances.  There  was  but  a  balance  of  $77 
in  the  Treasurer's  hands,  $70  of  which  consisted  of  the 
subscriptions  of  life  members,  the  interest  of  which  only 
could  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  distressed  cases. 

The  Annual  Report  stated  the  admitted  liabilities  at 
$171.35  ;  in  reality,  they  amounted  to  a  far  larger  sum. 

One  of  the  earliest  efforts  of  the  Committee  was  to  change 
the  place  of  meeting  from  the  Globe  Hotel.  In  the  opinion 
of  many  members  it  was  not  the  best  place  for  transacting 
business.  Although  no  charge  was  made  for  the  room  on 
committee  nights  and  monthly  meetings,  on  the  quarterly 
and  annual  meetings  it  became  necessary  to  have  the  Odd 
Fellow's  Hall,  in  the  same  building,  which  amounted  to 
$16  per  annum.  The  sum  paid  for  office  rent  was  $40. 
The  Society,  therefore,  was  under  a  rent  charge  of  $56  per 
annum. 
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The  proceeding  having  been  authorized  by  the  Society, 
the  office  adjoining  to  the  one  they  occupied  in  Victoria  Hall, 
which  is  provided  with  a  safe,  was  taken  by  the  Committee, 
at  a  cost  of  J^80  per  annum.  With  the  exception  of  the 
annual  meeting,  it  is  sufficiently  large  for  the  transaction 
of  business.  The  Committee  consider  the  additional  $24 
judiciously  expended  in  the  increase  of  the  accommodation 
they  obtain,  and  the  facility  and  regularity  with  which  the 
business  can  be  conducted. 

But  three  books  were  given  to  the  Committee — the  large 
minute-book,  the  monthly  minute-book,  and  the  old  book  of 
the  list  of  members.  Further,  they  have  been  unable  to 
discover  any  paper,  document,  or  voucher,  of  the  three 
former  committees.  It  has,  therefore,  been  incumbent  to 
lay  down  a  system  for  the  records  of  the  Society.  Accord- 
ingly, they  have  supplied  this  defect.  A  new  and  carefully 
compiled  register  of  the  members  has  been  made,  which 
will  last  many  years ;  likewise,  an  alphabetical  list  of 
applicants  relieved,  with  an  analysis  book  containing  a 
detail  of  all  expenses  incurred  at  the  celebrations  of  the 
Society,  and  a  ledger,  in  which  the  credits  and  debits  of 
the  Society  are  fully  posted  to  each  account.  The  Com- 
mittee recommend  to  their  successors  the  continuance  of 
this  work,  for  by  this  means  the  closest  scrutiny  and  super- 
vision are  held  over  the  interior  economy  of  the  Society, 
both  with  regard  to  its  receipts  and  expenditure,  and  its 
general  working. 

The  office  is  well  supplied  with  furniture,  and  no  further 
disbursements  are  needed  on  that  score,  with  the  exception 
that  more  seats  are  required. 

One  of  the  earliest  duties  of  the  Committee  was  an  exami- 
nation of  the  outstanding  debts.  It  was  their  unanimous 
opinion  that  until  these  debts  were  liquidated  their  opera- 
tions would  be  continually  embarrassed,  and  it  was  resolved 
to  take  what  money  was  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  for 
permanent  investments  to  pay  them,  with  the  determination 
to  make  every  effort  to  replace  it.    The  balance-sheet  shews 
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that  they  have  not  failed  to  do  so.  Excepting  a  few  trifling 
amounts,  which  could  not  be  precisely  learned,  the  Society 
is  free  from  debt.  The  expenditure  for  the  current  year 
was  paid  as  it  was  incurred.  The  Committee  met  their  obli- 
gations as  they  arose,  a  practice  they  would  enjoin  as  the 
rule  of  every  succeeding  committee.  The  settlement  of  the 
old  debts  was  not  effected  without  labor,  the  Committee  in 
all  instances  endeavouring  to  make  a  compromise,  so  as  to 
reduce  the  amount,  in  which  effort  they  were  generally 
successful.    The  total  amount  they  paid  was  $259.59. 

The  Tent  belonging  to  the  Society  has  been  a  source  of 
revenue.  It  was  purchased  in  1862  at  a  cost  of  $68.15. 
Its  earnings,  as  shewn  in  the  Reports,  were

Some  additions  are  required  to  give  this  Tent  increased 
value,  in  the  shape  of  a  canvass  wall.  The  Committee 
would  suggest  that  the  necessary  material  should  at  once  be 
ordered  in  England,  for  it  cannot  be  obtained  here,  and 
that  authority  be  given  to  make  this  addition. 

Daring  the  year  the  XVII.  By-law,  which  lays  down  the 
important  principle,  that  no  member  shall  "be  entitled  to 
vote  at  the  annual  election  of  officers,  or  at  any  subsequent 
meeting,  who  shall  not  have  paid  his  previous  year's 
subscription,"  has  been  enforced. 

The  Committee  consider  that  under  no  circumstance 
should  this  law  fall  into  disuse. 

The  Committee  consider  that  the  By-laWs  might  be 
advantageou&Iy  revised,  and  they  would  recommend  the 
appointment  of  a  special  committee  for  that  purpose. 

The  Committee  congratulate  the  Society  on  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Phipps'  Fund,  the  proceeds  of  which  is  to 
be  applied,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  relief  of  Lancashire 
operatives. 
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It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1862  much  distress  arose 
among  the  Lancashire  operatives  in  the  mother  country, 
and  that  the  accounts  which  appeared  in  the  English  papers 
awoke  the  sympathy  of  this  community.  Subscriptions 
were  accordingly  made  to  relieve  this  distress,  "^^hich  were 
received  from  all  parts  of  the  district.  In  spite,  however^ 
•  of  the  assistance  extended  in  England,  a  large  emigration 
of  those  suffering  from  the  depression  took  place  during  the 
seasons  of  1862  and  1863,  and  the  funds  of  the  Society 
were  severely  taxed  to  give  the  necessary  relief. 

The  relief  paid  in  1862  amounted  to  $955.39,  for  446 
cases,  and  in  1863  the  sum  of  $541.36,  for  423  cases. 
Indeed  it  may  truly  be  said  that  the  embarrassments  that 
met  the  Committee  on  taking  office  arose  from  this  excessive 
expenditure. 

Accordingly  in  July,  1863,  Mr.  Phipps,  then  President 
of  the  Society,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Times  newspaper, 
which  appeared  October  5th,  1863,  in  which  he  stated  that 
large  numbers  of  the  distressed  Lancashire  operatives  were 
daily  arriving  in  Toronto — sent  out  by  Emigration  Aid 
Societies,  and  by  other  means — and  had  been  led  to  believe, 
that  when  they  reached  this  country  they  were  certain  to 
obtain  immediate  employment;  he  proceeded  to  say  that 
there  was  but  little  manufacturing  labor  required  in  Canada, 
and  it  took  time  to  convert  these  people  into  farm  laborers  ; 
and  as  the  greater  number  arrived  here  penniless,  they 
naturally  looked  to  us  for  assistance,  and  that  the  calls  upon 
the  funds  of  the  St.  George's  Society  were  greatly  increased 
by  this  class. 

Mr.  Phipps  concluded  by  urging  the  claims  of  our 
Society  on  the  consideration  of  Englishmen  in  England. 

No  reply,  in  any  shape,  resulted  from  this  appeal ;  and 
accordingly,  7th  January,  1864,  Mr.  Phipps  addressed  the 
Lord  Mayor  of  London,  calling  his  attention  to  this  appeal 
and  its  fruitlessness,  and  asking  to  be  allowed  to  invest  the 
sum  which  remained  in  his  hands  "  in  the  name  of  Trustees^ 
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to  consist  of  Mr.  Phipps,  the  President  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Saint  George's  Society,"  the  interest  to  be  applied  to 
the  purposes  of  our  charity. 

To  the  above  application  the  following  reply  was  received, 
which  the  Committee  give  in  extenso  : — 

"Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Relief  Funds, 

**  Mansion  House,  London,  2bth  JarCy,  1864. 
**SiR, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  7th  instant,  I  am 
desired  by  the  Mansion  House  Committee  to  inform  you 
that  they  are  not  in  a  position  to  interfere  in  the  matter 
referred  to  therein,  the  funds  being  in  the  hands  of  the 
Toronto  Relief  Committee  ;  they  are  of  opinion  that  the 
application  thereof  rests  entirely  at  the  discretion  of  that 
body;  at  the  same  time  I  am  desired  to  say  that  should 
the  Toronto  Relief  Committee  decide  on  making  over  the 
amount  in  question  to  the  St.  George's  Society,  our  Com- 
mittee, so  far  as  they  are  concerned,  will  offer  no  objection.

In  consequence  of  this  authority,  a  meeting  of  the 
Lancashire  Fund  Committee  was  called  by  public  advertise- 
ment on  the  27th  May, when  the  resolution  was  unanimously 
carried,  That  the  sum  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
(a  sufficient  amount  being  retained  by  him  to  meet  charges 
against  the  Lancashire  Fund,)  be  appropriated  as  above  to 
the  usufruct  of  the  St.  George's  Society,  to  be  invested  as 
set  forth  by  Mr.  Phipps. 

Some  discussion  took  place  between  Mr.  Bradburne,  Mr. 
Phipps,  and  the  President,  as  to  the  investment  of  this 
money.  The  two  former  considered  that  the  highest  possi- 
ble interest  should  be  obtained,  consistent  with  safety  ;  the 
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latter  thought  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  some  portion  of 
the  income  in  Provincial  Funds,  so  that  this  division  of  the 
money  would  extend  a  greater  latitude  in  the  investment 
of  the  other  moneys.  At  the  personal  solicitation  of  the 
President,  these  two  gentlemen  acceded  to  his  views,  and 
the  ^1000  debenture  is  now  the  property  of  the  Society, 
and  will  hereafter  be  called  the  "  Phipps'  Fund,"  of  which 
the  usufruct  only  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  Society. 

When  this  matter  was  reported  in  full  to  the  Society, 
at  the  quarterly  meeting,  the  following  resolution  was  unani- 
mously carried : 

That  the  thanks  of  the  St.  Goorge's  Society  of  Toronto 
are  due  to  ex-President  W.  B.  Phipps,  Esq.,  Vice-President 
for  the  current  year,  for  his  zeal,  perseverance  and  ability, 
in  establishing  the  *  Phipps'  Fund,'  which  the  Society  have 
determined  to  call  after  his  name,  in  recognition  of  his 
successful  labors." 

The  Christmas  distribution  was  made  in  the  store  of 
Messrs.  Hughes,  in  Yonge  Street,  who,  with  much  kindness, 
gave  the  Society  the  occupation  of  it.  They  have  to 
acknowledge  the  use  of  a  stove  from  Mr.  Andrews,  and  the 
use  of  pipes,  with  the  labor  of  putting  up  the  stove,  from 
Mr,  Hiram  Piper  ;  with  the  books  necessary  for  statistics, 
and  paper  for  adornment,  from  Messrs.  RoUo  &  Adam, 
Dredge,  and  Bunting.    In  all  cases  given  gratuitously. 

The  Committee  carefully  collected  statistics  of  the  appli- 
cants, which  they  have  collated  and  examined.  In  some 
few  instances,  they  regret  to  state,  that  parties  received 
from  two  subscribers  duplicate  certificates,  and  were  enabled 
thus  to  obtain  a  double  allowance.  The  names  of  such 
persons  are  known  and  recorded ;  and  it  would  be  but 
justice  that  they  should  be  remembered  on  a  future  occa- 
sion. The  Committee  think  that  the  fact  should  be  made 
public,  so  that  the  subscribers  to  the  fund  hereafter  will  be 
careful  in  asking  if  the  applicant  has  received  any  previous 
certificate  of  recommendation,  and  that  they  state,  as  cor- 
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rectly  as  possible,  the  husband's  name,  his  place  of  residence, 
Ms  trade,  the  country  of  which  he  is  a  native,  and  the  number 
in  family.  If  these  facts  are  set  forth  with  accuracy  the 
Committee  feel  that,  with  the  system  they  adopt,  they  can 
guard  against  the  fraud  of  which  they  complain. 

The  distribution  commenced  punctually  at  noon  and  was 
completed  by  seven.  Not  one  appplicant  was  refused  relief. 
When  the  Committee  closed  the  door  of  the  building,  no 
stranger  lingered  unsatisfied. 

The  following  is  the  amount  distributed: — 680  families 
were  relieved,  representing  2,720  persons.  The  following 
is  a  list  of  the  articles  distributed  : — 8994  lbs.  of  beef  and 
mutton;  10  chickens;  93  lbs.  pork:  17  pigs'  heads;  4 
hams;  212J  bushels  potatoes;  14J  bags  turnips;  1  bag 
carrol;s;  2  bushels  peas;  54  lbs.  tea;  390  lbs.  flour;  2J 
lbs.  cofl*ee;  8  lbs  sugar;  843 J  4  lb.  loaves  bread;  45  lbs. 
fish  ;  22  lbs.  rice  ;  1  box  and  1  bag  raisins  ;  1  barrel  apples, 
and  1  bag  currants. 

The  Committee  regret  to  report  there  are  still  many  out- 
standing subscriptions.  They  trust  that  their  successors 
will  be  more  fortunate  in  the  collection  of  them  than  they 
have  been.

"with  care  and  prudence  can  be  kept  so.  A  well  regulated 
system  is  observed  in  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and  the 
success  of  their  applications  for  the  Christmas  distribution, 
warrants  the  Committee  in  thinking  that  the  Society  holds  a 
high  place  in  public  estimation.  There  is  no  reason  why  the 
good  fame  of  the  Society  should  not  be  maintained,  and  it 
depends  on  the  members  alone  whether  its  escutcheon  be 
tarnished  or  not.
